fest corn. In su ch cases P vofps- 
sor Davis advises leaving the old 
stan d an d replan tin g

Using blan kets of flu ffy fiber, 
sou nd en gin eers a t the bu reau 
cf stan dards have in su lated ca­ 
bins so th at ordin ary con versa­ 
tion cou ld be carried on to a dis­ 
tan ce of eight feet. 
The 
scien tists 
have 
experi­ 
m en ted for n early two years to 
redu ce cabin noises w ithou t a dd­ 
ing excessive weight to airplan e 
con stru ction . 


T 
HREE o f tile mo st pro minent members o f the o rchid family which are perhaps best kno wn to the 
general public are the Cy mbidium. Cy pripedluni and Cattley a, species o f which, taken fro m the sto ck 
o f the Tho mas Yo ung Nurseries at Bo und Bro o k. N. J. are sho wn abo v e. 
The cy mbidium at the eft 
is o ne o f the mo st po pular o f the spray o rchids. 
They are fav o red because o f their keeping qualities. 
In the center are two ey pripediums, co mmo nly called ‘Lady slfppers 
because o f the sac-iike lip o f t e 
flo wer. 
The subdued co lo ring and unusual shape are features o f this flo wer, which is so mewhat less 
sho wy than mo st o rchids. 
At the right is a particularly large and v aluable Trianae plant. The species 
belo ngs to the Cattley a genus and is so metimes called the Winter Cattley a because it blo o ms during 
January . February and March. 
The number o f blo o ms o n this plant is unusual. 
Ordinarily o nly o ne to 
three are pro duced at the annual flo wering o f the plant. 
Trianae blo o ms are purple-tinted and are per­ 
haps the best kno wn o f the many o rchid species.

o rchid 
hunting 
no lo nger is the po pular game it 
o nce was. 
No t because a y o ung 
man's fancy turns less frequently 
to ro mance and adv enture, but be 
cause o f a certain rule laid do wn 
by Uncle Sam. 
Disco v ering that 
a pest fro m 
“ the o ld co untry ” 
play ed 
sto waway 
In 
impo rted 
bulbs and landed o n these sho res 
to wo rk hav o c with o ur sto ck, the 
wise gentleman in the high hat 
and 
striped 
tro users 
placed 
a 
quarantine upo n the impo rtatio n 
o f o rchid plants. 
No w but a few 
are admitted annually . 
So it co mes to pass that o rchid 
gro wers, with the aid o f a sci­ 
ence. are dev elo ping their o wn 
plant sto ck, no t o nly repro ducing 
Nature’s 
pro ducts 
but 
v ary ing 
them, ev en 
pro ducing them 
in 
greater numbers. 
No o ne was 
mo re successful In this co mpeti­ 
tio n 
with 
Mo ther 
Najture 
than 
Tho mas Yo ung. 
The Yo ung nurs 
eries at Bo und Bro o k ho use o ne 
u f the tinest co llectio ns o f o rchids 
In tlie Unite« ! States. 
Mr. Yo ung 
co llected 
plants 
fo r 
twenty -two 
y ears and during that perio d par­ 
ted 
with 
no ne o f his 
precio us 
specimens, 
gathered 
at 
infinite 
pains fro m all quarters o f the 
glo be. 
While his v o catio n 
was 
marketing 
1 ,000, 
o ften 
4 ,000 
blo o ms a day , his av o catio n was 
dev elo ping hy brids. 
This is the 
reaso n why there are no w 1 4 0,000 
mature o rchid plants and 1 00,000 
seedlings in the co llectio n. 
As a matt* r o f fact, the o rchid 
family likely Is the mo st highly 
specialized and the mo st numer­ 
o us In all the flo ral kingdo m. Yet 
f >r all o f that, co mparativ ely few 
wf us are familiar with ev en a 


few 
v arieties. 
A 
ro se by 
any 
name may * smell 
as sweet, o f 
co urse. 
But there's mo re o r less 
o f a thrill in being able to tell 
o ne o rchid fro m ano ther as we 
v iew them in the flo rist’s windo w. 
Of co urse we kno w the mauv e- 
thro ated o rchid by sight. 
What 
we may no t be sure o f is that this 
largest and mo st dashing o f all 
the Cattley as traces its ancestry 
straight back to a plant that grew 
unkno wn, fo r ho w many denturies 
no bo dy kno ws, o n a lo nely mo un­ 
tainside in the Andes. 
In 
the 
co urse o f human ev ents, ho wev er, 
o ne passed its way who marked 
its ex quisite grace in its wild set­ 
ting. 
The stranger 
paused 
to 
pilfer the plant fro m its parent 
so il and sent it as a gift to a Mr. 
Cattley o f England, who gav e it, 
as well as its numero us sisters, 
his name.

which 
blo o ry s in January and February 
and ‘March, the three mo nths o f

are 
scarcest, with a little care retains 
the pristine freshness o f the ro sy 
flush which mantles its petals and 
its fragrance thro ugho ut sev eral 
drab winter day s and therefo re 
Trianae is greatly lo v ed by the 
ladies. 
There's the Laelia, near kin to 
the lo v ely Cattley as. ro sy white 
and fairly fragrant, o r a right 
ro y al purple o r white-lipped with 
y ello w 
markings—a blo sso m so 
charming 
as 
to 
be co nsidered 
wo rthy to carry o n the name o f 
Lady Laelia, eldest daughter o f 
a Ro man no ble famed thro ugho ut 
the ancient wo rld fo r her beauty 
and v irtue. 
Sho wy as a banner widespread 
In the breeze, whether it happens 
to be all white with 
a purple 
heart o r ranges the shades o f ro se 
to uched with y ello w, is the Mil- 
to nia. titled fo r that great flo wer 
lo v er, Visco unt Milto n, and nick­ 
named ‘T ansy Orchid.” 
The 
Phalaeno psis, 
in 
all 
its 
delicacy . 
is 
suggestiv e 
o f 
the 
mo th. 
The 
Ondo nto glo ssums, 
and 
their tribe numbers o ne hundred 
an« ’ mo re, are clo se relativ es o f 
the Milto nias and are po ssessed 
o f remarkable beauty 
So me o f 


them are dainty , so me o f them 
are grand. 
All are deco rativ e, 
and all are spiked. 
The edges o f 
this o ne crinkle. 
The petals o f 
that! are tinged with red o r ro se, 
o r deeply darkly purple. 
The Cy pripedium — which, as 
ev ery 
Greek 
scho lar 
kno ws, 
means 
“ Sandal 
o f 
Venus,” 
is 
shaped like a lady ’s slipper and 
is picturesquely co lo red in a v a­ 
riety o f harmo nizing shades o f 
dark bro wn, green, maro o n and 
y ello w. 
Spray o rchids hav e increased 
in po pularity during the last few 
y ears 
and 
no 
specie 
pro duces 
lo v elier spray s than the Cy inbi- 
diums. 
Stately , y et flex ible as 
wands, the spray s o f ex quisitely 
co lo red 
blo sso ms, 
almo st 
any 
shade fro m pure white to purple 
maro o n, rise fro m and high abo v e 
lo ng leathery hav es. 
These are o nly a baker’s half 
do zen o f the tho usands o f o rchids 
wo rth kno wing a little abo ut. 
All o rchids are div ided into two 
classes. 
There are o rchids ter­ 
restrial that liv e o n the earth, 
and o rchids epiphy tal that liv e 
resting upo n so mething else. 
Re­ 
search rev eals the fact that fo r a 
century o r mo re the po o r o rchid 
lias been co nsidered, unjustly , a 
parasite. It isn’t, whether it gro wB 
in the so il like a cabbage plant 
o r “ takes the air” o n so me tree 
trunk o ne hundred and fifty feet 
fro m the so il. 
Co ntrary to pub­ 
lic o pinio n, the air o rchid do es 
no t 
liv e 
upo n 
branch 
o r 
tree 
trunk, but o btains its o wn no ur­ 
ishment fro m the air and 
the 
water and the little o rganic mat­ 
ter that falls upo n it. 
The desert is no ho me fo r this 
ex o tic flo wer, no r the land o f 
the 
Eskimo — that Is no t as far as 
any bo dy 
kno ws. 
Otherwise 
It 
gro ws pretty generally thro ugh­ 
o ut the wo rld. The o rchid prefers 
heat 
with 
mo isture 
and 
mo st 
o ften takes up its abo de o n trees 
in 
dense 
fo rests, 
o n 
mo untain 
to ps o r o n ro cks which bo rder 
rav ines, riv ers and o pen glades. 
Where Orchid liv es and ho w all 
depends upo n whether the par­ 
ticular specie thriv es best o n the 
shady side o r in the glaring sun­ 
shine.

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THE CITY CENSUS. 
Very little interest has b een displayed in Rush- 
ville b y the Cham b er of Commerce concerning 
the 1930 census. 
The commerce officials seem 
content to let the figures stand, while the gen­ 
eral b elief prevails tha t the population at least 
is 6,000. 


No organized effort has b een enlisted to aid the 
census supervisor at Richmond in ob taining, for 
Rushville an accurate census. 
The only effort 
made has b een through local newspapers which 
have pub lished coupons asking that those who 
were not included, to send in the b lanks to Rich­ 
mond, or to the local newspapers. 


In other cities a b ig fight has b een uncfer way 
b y the commerce and civic organizations to ob ­ 
tain the highest possib le num b er of people from 
the census. As far as it is learned, no organiza­ 
tion ever appointed a committee to co-operate 
or investigate the results of the census in this 
city. 


b er of Commerce should b e ab le to sho;w the 
supervisor tha t Circleville, separated only b y a 
river, should also b e considered a part of the 
census of Rushville. 
There are so m any things 
to b e worked out in connection with ob taining 
a fair census. The various organizations should 
have b een at w’ork a long time ago. 
The commerce and other organizations are to 
b e praised for their interest shown in sponsoring 
various kinds cf club projects, b ut they should 
not overlook the fact tha t other civic m atters j 
appear now and then which have equal i m - ! 
portance for consideration. 


At Connersville it was found, after a com m it­ 
tee went to Richmond, tha t the census was taken 
o n m aps supplied for the census ten years ago, 
and tha t additional territory has since b een in ­ 
cluded in the city limits. This error was correct­ 
ed and a revised census is now under way. Who 
knows b ut w hat remote places in Rushville were 
overlooked in the present census? No check was 
made. 


At G reensb urg a committee this week went to 
their supervisor and learned tha t the Odd Fellows 
Home population was not included. 
The com ­ 
m ittee showed to the satisfaction of the super­ 
visor tha t the Home should b e included, and a' 
revised check is now under way, in which the 
population of Greensb urg will exceed tha t of 
Rushville. 
Commerce 
b odies in four cities, 
Newcastle, 
Connersville, G reensb urg and Columb us have of­ 
fered $ 1 a piece for nam es omitted from the cen­ 
sus. These organizations realize tha t the taking 
of an accurate census is im portant. 


There is little doub t b ut w hat the census ta k ­ 
en here was done in a neglectful m anner in some 
spots. 
The Rushville Cham b er of Commerce, in 
order to ob tain a fair count, should employ four 
or five persons at once to make a complete house 
to house check, ascertain from the occupants 
w hether or not they were visited b y the enum ­ 
erator, and w hether or not they included the 
names of everyone who claims tha t place as their 
residence.

The onion requires 
intensive cultivation and con- 
centrated fertiliaation. 
Texas 


growers often apply 20 tons of 
rich manure every thre? years 
in addition to yearly applications, 
of one-^half to one ton of cotton- 
seed meal or cornmercial fertiliz- 
er per acre. They also'apply top- 
dressings of nitrate.of soda. High 
analysis fertilizers with four O'- 
five percent of nitrogen.-eight or 
ten percent of phqspheric add 
and eight or ten percent" of bot- 
ash are.best suited to the t>1ant 
and are' apDlie^T'at the rate of 
about a half ton an acre.

THE CITY CENSUS. 


. Very little interest has been displayed in Rush- 
ville by the Chamber of Commerce concerning 
the 1930 census. The commerce officials seem 
content to let the figures stand, while the gen- 
eral belief prevails that the population at least 
is 6,000. 
/ 


No organized effort has been enlisted to aid the 


census supervisor at Richmond in obtaining, for 
, Rushville an accurate census. The only effort 


made has been through local newspapers which 
have published coupons asking that those who 
were not included, to send in the blanks to Rich- 
mond, or to the local newspapers. 
i 
In other cities a big fight has been under way 


toy the commerce and civic organizations to ob- 
tain the highest possible number of people from 
the census. As far as it is learned, no organiza- 
tion «ver appointed a committee to co-operate 
or investigate the results of 'the census in this 
city. 


At Connersville it was found, after a commit- 


tee went to Richmond, that the census was taken 
on maps supplied for- the census ten years ago, 
and that additional territory has since been in- 
cluded in the city limits. This error was correct- 
e"d and a revised census is now under way. Who 


• knows but what remote places in-Rushville were 
'overlooked in the present census? No check was 
made. 


At Greensburg a committee this week went to 


their supervisor and learned that the Odd Fellows 
.Home population was not included. The com- 
mittee showed to the satisfaction of the super- 
visor that the Home should be included, and a- 
revised check is now under way, in which the 
population of Greensburg will exceed that of 
Rushville. 


Commerce bodies in four cities^ Newcastle, 


Connersville, Greensburg and Columbus have of- 
fered $1 a piece for names omitted from the cen- 
sus. These organizations realize that the.taking 
of an accurate cens'us is important. 


There is little doubt but what the census tak- 


en here was done in a neglectful manner in some 
spots. The Rushville Chamber of Commerce, in 
order to obtain a fair count, should employ four 
or five persons at once to make a complete house 
to house check, ascertain from the occupants 
whether or not they were visited by the enum- 
erator, and whether or not they included the 
names of everyone who claims that place as their 
residence. 


If some cities have the right to include ad- 


jacent property in their census, then the Cham- 


ber of Commerce should be able to sho,w the 
supervisor that Circleville, separated only by a 
river, should. also" be considered a part of the 
census of Rushville. There are so many things 
to be worked .out in connection with' obtaining 
a fair census. The various organizations should 
have been at work a long time ago. 


The commerce and other organizations are to 


be praised for their interest shown in sponsoring 
various kinds of club projects, but they should 
not overlook the fact that other civic matters 
appear now and then which have equal im- 
portance for consideration.

talked about a lot more tlian they 
ever were before. Proposals for 
national and state votes on the 
wet-dry issue will bo ma'de with 
increasing confidence and persist- 
ence by th,e wets as they wage 
what looks like the first real or- 
ganized general campaign against 
the dry laws. 


The drys are not going to like 


that at all, for they have nothing 
to gain by referenda. 
They are 


going to oppose them in the first 
place and whenever there nre 
referenda they will say that the 
votes don't mean anything. 
As 


for the proposal for a national 
referendum they will argue that 
there is no excuse for it. Whether 
these arguments are true or -not 
all depends on the way you look 
at the issue itself. 


Confident for First Time .
